MANY WERE HURT 

“Many people in this commmu- 
nity were hurt by Communist 
China a long time ago,”he said. 
Relatives of those now living in 
Chinatown lost many personal 
Possessions and businesses during 
the Communist takeover of China， 
he continued. 

A leading citizen of Chinatown， 
Lee has been the president of Lin- 
coln University for the past five 
years. 

By day the university isia liberal 
arts School and for the past 51 
years has been a nijght law school. 
Lee received his M.A. and Ph.D. 
degrees in economics from Lin- 
coln University. 

President Nixon recently reap- 
pointed Lee for a three-year term 
on the National Advisory Council 
on Adult 了 Education because of 
Lee's broad background in the 
educational fieldq. 

The council advises the U.S. 
Commissioner on 了 Education and 
makes recommendations on the 
adult education title. 

Lee said the purpose of the 
Adult Education Act is to expand 
educational opportunity and en- 
courage the establishment of pro- 
grams of adult education . 

Some of the recommendations 
of the council include: 

e Higher budget priority for adult 
education in the fiscal year 1973. 

e Career-oriented education for 
adults. 

e 卫 stablishment of educational 
Programs for senior citizens. 

Since being on the council，Lee 
has had a direct hand in establish- 
ing the educational bilingual pro- 
gram for imnmigrant parents from 
Hong 玉 ong， Classes are held on 
Filbert Street and the program is 
entitled Asian Newcomer Parent 
Program. It is sponsored by the 
了 qucation Center for Chinese. 

AID TO BUSINESS 

Last February，Lee was appoint- 
ed a iember of the Task Force 
on Education and Training for 
Minority Business Enterprise . 


Since then，Lee has been propos- 


ing a program to aid the business- 
man in Chinatown in _ expanding 
his own business. 

He said the program,， 这 passed 
by Congress，will include educa- 
tion in finance and technology- 

Lee felt that the biggest problem 
now is the lack of funds. 

“In adult education，teachers” 
pay is much lower because socie- 
ty and the government feel adult 
education is not as Important as 
regular education， he said sadly. 

It's important, he continued, for 
Chinese immigrants to _ learn the 
skills and the language needed in 


order to hold a job.“Less people 
will depend on welfare, then,” he 
Sajid. 
ANOTHER TERM 

After his present term is up,，Lee 
does not know whether he would 
accept another term on the 15- 
coumncil.

When bombs didn't do the trick, the U.S. resorted to new techno- 
logical warfare: “Among the weapons that the United States nowW 
began to deploy in South Vietnam were toxic Sprays against the rice 
fields; defoliants to strip the jungles of leaves; noxious gases against 
the civilians; napalm fire bombs to burn up villages; anti-personnel 

- bombs which scatter with incredible force thousands of sharp slivers 
that tear to shreds any living being within a large area. 

“Sophisticated devices that would assist pilots to detect the presence 
of human beings far below them in the jungles even at night, highly 
advanced plane-to-plane missiles，and other refinements of military 
technology were introduced increasingly into the war in Vietnam. 
The sufferers，of course，were the people”(Felix Greene，Fietram7t， 
Jetaar，p. 61.) Statistics and photos do not lie, and that's why Felix 
Greene s book is so earth-shattering.

TWO THINGS TO DO 
TO TRADE WITH CHINA 


Aimericans who want to get im 
on the ground floor of trade with 
mainland China must do two 
things in writing to Chinese offi- 
cials: 

First，tell them what you want 
to buy, or have to sell. 

Second,， and“most important，” 
tell them how it is going to benefit 
China， 

This advice was given to a grouPp 
of trade industry leaders last FrTi- 
day by B. IT Rocca Jr.，chairman 
of Pacific Vegetable Oil Corp., and 
a veteran member and consultant 
of numerous trade organizations， 
at a seminar sponsored by the 
Maritime Administration . 


Rocca，who was one of 30 U.S. 


busihess leaders invited to the 
Canton Trade Fair last spring, em- 
phasized that the overriding factor 
of trade representations to China 
must be recognizable benefits to 
that country. 

The Chinese，he said，are not 
going to be high pressured. They 
willnotborrow 一 from the Import- 
Export Bank，for example 一 just 
to buy from foreign countries, but 
instead will hold fast to a policy 
of being self-sustaining. 

He predicted that China will 
become a leading buyer of U.S. 
agricultural products. 

Rocca said that it is now pos- 
sible to ship directly to Chinese 
ports，but that products going 
there now are being carried by 
Japanese ships.
